An Object Lesson in Mastication. 

One of the great causes of bad 
health Is indigestion, and one of the 
things which more than anything else 
brings about Indigestion is tbc habit 
of eating loo fast.

Gladstone, that he chewed 
every mouthful of food thirty times 
before he swallowed it. In fact, he 
literally "chewed It away."

Spencer, who died about six years 
ago, once used a very good illustration 
of the Importance of properly chewing 
the food, or, as It is called, mastica- 
tion. 

If (he said) I had to teach children 
T should »:ive them, among other 
things, a lesson on the Importance of 
mastication, and should illustrate it 
by taking a small Iron call and weigh- 
ing against it some pinches of iron 
filings till the two balanced. Then, 
putting them Into two glasses, and 
pouring Into each a dUantlty of dilute 
nulphurlc srtil, I would leave ibera 
to stir I he two from time to time, and 
show them thai whereas the Iron fil- 
ings rjulekly dissolved, the dissolving 
of the Tio.ll would be a business of 
something like a week. This v,-oul<l 
impress on them the importance of 
feiluclng fond lo small fragments.

flEV. TV1LBUB CHAPMAN, D.D., one 
of the world's foremost evangelists, 
wbo needs no Introduction at our 
bands, was granted an Interview by 
our beloved General In London re. 
cently, Doctor Chapman was greatly Impressed 
With the General's personality, bis transparent 
. spirituality and other — worldliness, and gives as 
the cause of tbe same bis complete surrender of 
will for tbe working out of Goda plans and pur- 
poses, Tbe .doctor's description of the Interview 
Is well worth reprinting. He says; 

"When I was In London 1 received word that 
If I was st The Salvation Army Headquarters at 
ten o'clock sharp, I might meet General Booth. 
I hurriedly made my way there, fir he was to 
Jfeave for tbe Continent in a very few minutes. 
"When f kwhed Into hla face and saw him 
brush "back bis hair from bis brow, beard him 
speak of tbe trials and conflicts and the vic- 
tories, I said: 'General Booth, you tell me wnat 
has been the secret of your success all tbe way 
through.' 

"He hesitated n second, and tben I saw tbe 
tears come inuo his eyes and steal down his 
cheeks, and then he said: I will telt you the 
. secret: God ha a bad all there was of me. There 
have been men with greater brains than I, men 
with greater opportunities, but when I got the poor 
of London on my heart, and a vision of what Jesus 
Christ could do with tbe poor of London, J made 
tip my mind that God would bare all of William 
Booth there was; and If there Is anything »' 
power In The Salvation Army to-day It Is because 



God has all the adoration of my heart, all the 
power or my will, and all the Influence of my 
lire.' " 

Doctor Chapman proceeds: 

"And then be looked at me a minute, and I 
soon teamed another secret of bis power. Ho 
said, 'When do you go?' I said, "In five minutes.' 
He said, 'Pray,' and I dropped on my knees with 
General Booih by my Bide, and prayed a stam- 
mering, stuttering prayer, and tben be talked 
wltb God about the outcast of London, the poor 
of New York, tbe lost of China, the great world 
lying In wickedness, «pnd then he opened 01s 
eyes as if he were looking Into tbe very face of 
Jesus, and wltb sobs he prayed God's blessing 
upon ever}* mission-worker, every evangelist, 
every minister, every Christian; and with fala 
eyes still overflowing with, tears he hade roe 
good-bye and started away, past eighty years or 
age. to preach on the Continent. 

"And I learned from William Booth that the 
greatness of a tnan'a power ia the measure or bin 
surrender.
